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A Forecast of Stamps 


By KENT B. STILEs in the New York Times 


S 1940 dawns more than forty 
countries have made public in 
part their philatelic programs for 
the year — and thus it is seen 

that nearly 300 stamps are definitely in 
prospect, including about seventy com- 
memoratives, sixty semi-postals, seven 
postage dues, six officials and one special 
delivery. Collectors anticipate that at 
least six or seven times that total will 
be released, as the world’s governmental 
officials are becoming increasingly “stamp 
conscious” and do not overlook that 
charity and other projects are important- 
ly financed through philatelic sales. 

In this country collectors’ interest cen- 
ters on Washington. Thus far Uncle 
Sam’s commitments are the thirty-five 
“Famous Americans” stamps, with re- 
leases beginning on Jan. 29 and ending 
on Oct. 28, and the annual migratory 
fowl $1 revenue to appear on July 1 for 
sale during the 1941 fiscal year. 

That there will be, in addition, some 
commemorative adhesives is confidently 
expected, and the “possibility” stamps 
are associated with the following: 

(1) May 6 will be the 100th anniver- 
sary of the issuing of the first postage 
stamp, Great Britain’s historic “penny 
black” with head of Queen Victoria. 
While Britain has, because of the war, 
abandoned its plan to release commemo- 
tative postal paper on this coming May 
6, President Roosevelt will decide wheth- 
et the United States is to issue such a 
stamp. (2) May 26 will be the 150th 
anniversary of the formation of the 
‘Territory South of the River Ohio” by 
an Act of Congress; from the Territory 
Tennessee was carved, becoming the first 
State created out of this Federal domain. 
(3) Wyoming and Idaho were admitted 
to the Union in 1890. (4) Secretary of 
State Hull has asked the Postoffice De- 
partment for a stamp to recall the found- 
ing of the Pan American Union a half 
century ago; April 14 is Pan American 
Day, and at least six other American 
Countries have promised such postal 
Paper. (5) In 1540 the explorer Cor- 
onado colonized the Spanish Province of 
New Mexico, and the department has 
been asked to remember that postally. 
(6) The centenary of the Antarctic ex- 
plorations of Charles Wilkes, American 
tdmiral, will be celebrated in 1940, and 
the sponsors have requested a special 
stamp. 

In foreign lands, announcements al- 
ttady made foreshadow stamps which 


include the following: 

Afghanistan — A “modernized” regular 
series is a possibility, together with an 
item to mark the fifth anniversary of 
American recognition of Afghan inde- 
pendence. 

Algeria — Four - stamp semi - postal 
families of mobilized men. 

Belgium — Annual anti-tuberculosis 
series of eight about Dec. 1; and on 
stamps for official use, a “B” within a 
circle is to supplant the “winged wheel” 
as the overprint. 

Bulgaria — a rural post series of nine 
has been announced, and an air-mail 
series of eleven was due to appear in 


honoring the Balkan Entente. 

Canal Zone—Due on April 15, seventy- 
fifth anniversary of the birth of the late 
Colonel Sidney Bacon Williamson, one 
of the Panama Canal engineers, is a 30- 
cent bearing his portrait. 

Chile — One or more items recalling 
founding of Pan American Union; the 
long-delayed two-stamp series commemo- 
rating the occupation of Pascua (Easter 
Island) in 1888; and a 10-pesos to com- 
plete the regular postage series. 

Colombia — Ten stamps commemorat- 
ing centenary of death of Santander, 
statesman and army general; and a Red 





Cross postal tax item obligatory on all 
mail for a limited time.

Famous American Poets 


JOHN GREENLEAF WHITTIER 


A descendant of 17th Century immigrants who became 
Quakers, John Greenleaf Whittier was born at Haverhill, 
Mass., Dec. 17, 1807, and spent his boyhood on his 
father’s farm nearby. As a youth he showed talent at 
verse and it was prophetic of his life’s efforts that his 
first poem was published in William Lloyd Garrison’s 
anti-slavery paper in 1826. Whittier’s education went 
only as far as two one-year terms at the local academy, 
working at the trade of slipper making meanwhile. He 
taught school for a short period, but the balance of his 
life was spent in one capacity or other with various pub- 
lications, as contributor generally, sometimes as editor; 
too frequently for his popularity these publications being 
anti-slavery. Whittier’s active part in anti-slavery 
movements which were not universally popular even in 
New England, resulted in his being practically ostracized 
by his family’s friends and the persons he would otherwise have mingled with. In 
Concord, N. H., he was mobbed in 1835 and in 1838 while editor of an anti-slavery 
paper at Philadelphia, another mob burned the building. Some of his most stirring 
verse was written during these times. One of the most famous of these is “Icha- 
bod,” in which Daniel Webster is castigated for his March 7, 1850, Compromise 
speech on slavery matters. Whittier never married. He died September 7, 1892, 
while on a visit at Hampton Falls, N. H. Oddly his fame today does not rest upon 
the cause for which he worked the greater part of his life; but upon poems not 
concerned with slavery. His poems in their simple, sincere style, though often 
rhymed badly were most popular when they dealt with familiar New England life, 
particularly rural scenes. “Snow-Bound” was published in 1866. Others equally 
well known and standard class room recitations for generations are “Maud Muller,” 
“The Barefoot Boy,” “Barbara Frietchie,” and “Skipper Ireson’s Ride.” Of inter- 
est to stamp collectors should be his poem, “Moll Pitcher” which was writ- 
ten in 1832. The almost legendary heroine’s fame resulting in the 1928 stamp, 
was due as much to Whittier as to her services as volunteer artillerist at Monmouth.

Postage Stamp Money 


Reference has been made to the use 
of small denomination postage stamps as 
money in China, with the disappearance 
of copper coins from circulation. The 
government had no paper currency of 
denominations as low as 1-cent and 5- 
cents. The Asia Stamp Journal men- 
tions a report that in Shanghai alone as 
of last August, $400,000 in postage 
stamps were estimated to have been in 





circulation as money, chiefly among the 
poorer classes of people. The Chinese 
Government had planned to have ready 
in September or thereabouts, new paper 
currency of lc and 5c values, which was 
being printed in Hong Kong. Consid- 
erable loss was feared, particularly to 
those who could least stand a loss, from 
the fact that a good portion of the stamp 
currency had become so soiled and muti- 
lated that it would not be accepted at 
post offices. A discount was already in 
effect on the stamps, native money 
changers paying only $1.00 in paper cur- 
tency for $1.20 in stamps. To those 
whose incomes were already very low, 
this would be a loss that would cause 
intense hardship. It is interesting to note 
that the post offices themselves had to 
issue stamps for change.

Newest Electric Eye Stamps 
Issued in Error 


In error a small quantity of the 3c 
Jefferson printed from two plates with 
Electric Eye Convertible markings, was 
placed on sale at the branch post office 
in the Post Office Department Building, 
Washington, D. C., on Dec. 27. A few 
covers were sent bearing the few stamps 
in the sheets which have sheet margin 
with identifiable markings. Chief differ- 
ence between these and previous arrange- 
ments of Electric Eye sheet markings is 
the addition of a horizontal line on the 
sheet margins between the two right 
panes of the printed sheet of 400. It had 
been intended to have a first day sale of 
the sheets, same as if a new stamp were 
being issued, in deference to requests of 
some collectors who wanted the different 
new types of plate markings used on 
“first day.” The individual stamps in 
the sheets are no different from previous 
3c Jefferson printings and will not be 
given catalogue numbers therefore.

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Pioneer Philatelic Phalanx 





The New Year rally of the Los Angeles 
City and County Platoons of the Pioneer 
Philatelic Phalanx was a great success, 
the Olympic Stadium Hall being the 
center of a reception and social tendered 
in honor of Col. J.’A. Hooper, Sr., and 
Mrs. Hooper. 

Walter E. Mellinger, old-time phila- 
telist and publisher, now chief executive 
of the Lynwood Chamber of Commerce, 
acted as chairman. Letters were read 
from the Attorney-General of the U. S., 
the Hon. Frank Murphy, formerly Mayor 
of Detroit, Mich, and former Governor 
of Michigan. Also letters from Post- 
master-Genl. Jas. Farley, Hon. Harry S. 
Swensen, former attorney-general, phila- 
telist and former philatelic publisher, 
now legal counsel for the Phalanx,—all 
of whom are honorary life members of 
the P.P.P. 

The chairman introduced Dr. James 
Beveridge, M.A., B. Sc., President of 
the Southern California Federation of 
Philatelic Societies, who is the president 
and dean of the California Preparatory 
College, and the holder of decorations 
from England, France and Italy. Dr. 
Beveridge was the guest speaker of the 
evening, and gave an address upon “Old- 
Time Philately,” the origin and develop- 
ment of the ancient posts, the introduc- 
tion of post marks (often called stamps 
erroneously), up to the introduction of 
the Penny Black of 1840, the first official 
adhesive postage stamp. Dr. Beveridge 
strongly commended the formation of 
the Pioneer Philatelic Phalanx by Col. 
Hooper. 

Chairman Mellinger read the Resolu- 
tion to President Roosevelt, petitioning 
that a 1940 commemorative stamp be 
issued for the world’s introduction of 
the adhesive stamp. The resolution was 
unanimously endorsed and over one 
hundred philatelists signed the petition, 
to be sent to President Roosevelt. 

The engraved illuminated address 
presented to Col. Hooper, by the Tacoma 
Philatelic Society, handsomely done in 
oil colors, was read to the assembly, 
after which the commander was pre- 
sented with a gold medal, depicting, 
“Fraternity and Good-Will,” a gift of 
two members. 

Twenty new members were initiated, 
bringing the Brigade up to 2,049 mem- 
bers. The Ladies Auxiliary Platoon 
formed in line, next the double ranks 
of the solid male Phalanx, whilst the 
Commander presented all with honorary 
silk souvenir life members badges, Mrs. 
Hooper gave each one of the unique 
commemorative medallions. 

A “Philatelic Quiz” occupied the last 
hour, a most novel event, with prizes 
awarded to all winners, 26 in all, over 
half of whom were women collectors, 
showing close study of Philately. 

The Pioneer Philatelic Phalanx sent 
petitions bearing 183 names to President 
Roosevelt for a stamp centenary com- 
memorative as a result of the recent 
conclave. Walter Mellinger, in addition 
had a resolution signed by Lynwood col- 
lectors and the President of that city’s 
stamp club had the resolution printed in 
the local papers. 





Chicago Celebrates Centenary 





Friday, Saturday and Sunday, January 
26, 27 and 28, A. P. S. members will 
celebrate at Chicago in the La Salle Ho- 
tel the centenary of the adhesive postage 
stamp. A banquet will be held on Fri- 
day evening and a bourse will be in ses- 
sion the full three days. An exhibition 
of 200 frames from invited exhibitors has 
been arranged to portray a pageant of 
postal progress. For the first time will 
be shown the six frames of Penny Blacks, 
Mulready envelopes and caricatures and 
associated matter which will be loaned 
to A. P. S. Chapters during the year. A 
philatelic label consisting of a reproduc- 
tion of the Penny Black in a small sheet 
has been produced, but price was not 
stated. Information on this and other 
matters of the show may be obtained 
of the Chairman of the A. P. S. Exhibi- 
tion Committee, C. A. Perz, 10804 S.

Liberia to Celebrate 
A Year Late 


Too late to issue a set of commemo- 
ratives in the appropriate year, Liberia 
discovered that the centenary of the 
establishment of the Commonwealth of 
Liberia in 1839 was going by unobserved. 
Undaunted, the republic (which was 
formed in 1847) is proceeding to have 
the American Bank Note Co. print a 
commemorative series, even if they will 
be issued a year late. The date com- 
memorated is an obscure one in Liberian 
history.

Editor’s Notebook 
FORTUNATE One difficulty with stamp 
MISTAKE collecting is that as we 
follow some specialty we 

gradually attach more and more im- 
portance to things actually of less and 
less importance. We believe it was a 
fortunate mistake therefore, when the 
Post Office Department in error placed 
on sale sheets of the 3c Electric Eve 
Convertible without expected advance 
notice. Fortunate in that it may cause 
first day cover collectors to pause and 
consider that after all the stamps so 
placed on sale were not new stamps, but 
simply the same old 3c Jeffersons with 
slight variation in the sheet markings. 
So slight indeed that only a few conies 
out of each 400 are identifiable. First 
day cover collecting has, (until the Elec- 
tric Eye markings received considerable 
more publicity than they really rated) 
been the collecting of new issues of 
stamps used on cover and postmarked on 
the first day of issue. So, would-be com- 
plainants should consider whether they 
are collecting first day covers of new 
stamps, or first day covers of new plate 
markings. If the latter, then first day

cover collecting will become as technical 
as any specialty. 

We cannot agree with complaints that 
the Department violated custom on this 
or previous occasions by issuing Electric 
Eye stamps without fanfare. It never 
was customary to set a “first day of is- 
sue” of sheets which differed only in 
plate markings; so why start at this late 
date? We don’t say that you are not a 
stamp collector if you do collect first 
days of new plate markings, but it does 
seem as if the rest of us are being im- 
posed upon by a few ultra-specialists by 
having a lot of attention directed to 
what after all is a very minor change 
in sheet markings of our stamps. 

It would be easy for us to put in print 
items that would give these extra 
sheet markings a halo of importance, and 
no doubt LINPRINT envelope sales 
would materially increase; but we serve 
you and ourselves better if we give the 
opportunity now and then for collectors 
to come down to earth.

Your comment on the Lundy “labels” in 
your editorial column of December 23rd in- 
terests me as it has been my experience that 
the more the Lundy stamps are damned, the 
more general interest is taken in these issues. 

For 27 years I have served and loved phil- 
ately as a man sincerely interested in the bet- 
terment of the hobby. Until a few years ago 
I had a collection of 20th Century United 
States that even you could be proud of ... 
and, although I specialize in the ‘Locals’ of 
Lundy Island, I always have been, and, always 
shall be, a General Collector. In addition to 
“just collecting” I have always been a serious 


student of philately, and, I frankly feel that no’ 


open-minded, fair philatelist could read my} 
monograph: “Lundy Island and the Lundy 
‘Locals’,’”’? without the realization that my _ re- 


search was sincere, honest and thorough. The 
fact that outstanding students in the field of 
philately have accepted it as a WORTH- 
WHILE contribution to philatelic literature, 
convinces me that my efforts have not been 
in vain and that “bright paragraphs”’ like yours 
of December 23rd should be ignored—but I 








cannot do this, in justice to the large group 
of collectors who, like myself, are building 
specialized collections of Lundy. 

Several times you have seen fit to criticise 
the Lundy “Locals” in LINN’S WEEKLY 
STAMP NEWS, and, this is certainly your 
right as an individual, and, as a free Ameri- 
can. However, you will grant me that there 
are two sides to every question. To date you 
have not presented “the other side” in regard 
to the Lundy ‘“‘Locals.””. May I ask why? The 
fact that such responsible publications as 
SCOTT’S MONTHLY JOURNAL, STAMPS, 
WEEKLY PHILATELIC GOSSIP, ME- 
KEEL’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS, WEST- 
ERN STAMP COLLECTOR, etc., have pub- 
lished articles by me on the subject seems 
ample indication that Lundy “Locals” are 
more than “‘labels.”” In all my articles I 
have stated, not once but several times, that 
the Lundy stamps are “Locals,” and, as I am 
convinced that the majority of collectors are 
not morons, I feel certain no one considers 
these stamps other than “LOCALS,” which 
they are in every sense of the word. 

The New York Sun’s publication ‘““The Stamp 
ogee Guide and Glossary,” page 36, in- 
orms: 

“LOCALS: Stamps issued under private 
or official auspices but having their frank- 
ing power limited to a specified district.” 
The above is a perfect description of the 

Lundy “Locals” as they are issued under 
PRIVATE auspices and their franking power 


is limited to the Island of Lundy and the’ 


waters surrounding same. A letter franked 
with only British postage will not travel ONE 
C on Lundy! Likewise a letter franked 
with Lundy “Locals” ALONE will not travel 
one foot on British soil. What is more I have 
OFFICIAL PROOF in my possession that com- 
Pletely justifies Mr. Martin Coles Harman, 
owner of Lundy, in having his own postal 
system! I invite any sincere collector or group 
of collectors to inspect this PROOF, and, as 
t is proof from a non-philatelic OFFICIAL 
source, it is beyond question. 

complete fairness to your readers and 

collectors who are as serious as I am in

EDITOR’S NOTE: Readers interested in 
our opinions can ascertain them by referring 
to our editorial in the Oct. 8, 1938 LINN’S; 
as the opinions are not changed. The Sun’s 
definition of Locals is rather broad and takes 
in more territory than stamps generally listed 
and collected under that classification. Phila- 
tely’s ACCEPTED Locals are those issued by 
some governmental authority for local usage; 
or by some private individual or firm for carry- 
ing mails locally—but doesn’t necessarily in- 
clude labels affixed to letters on a private estate. 


Statistics on Lundy: An island of 1,043 acres 
located 12 miles off the southwestern coast of 
England’s mainland; private property of a Mr. 
Harman who was hailed into court some years 
ago for issuing coins and paying his help their 
wages with these curiosities; total population 
at last census some 45 persons, (all employees 
of Harman) and some thousands of rabbits; 
in 1929 Harman began charging his employees 
a fee ranging from %d up for handling their 
mail; sums were collected by labels with de- 
nominations in “puffinage,”’ the non-existent 
coinage to which the court objected; no mail 
is delivered, employees picking it up at the 
store; mail is carried with other supplies by 
the owner’s boat to the mainland; puffinage 
is supposed to be equal in value to pence, but 
the “coins’” are sold at many times that 
amount; British post office refuses letters with 
the puffin labels on face; island had a British 
post office once but continual disputes with 
Harman ended in it being discontinued. In 
view of the above facts it seems that our con- 
temporaries might more properly answer the 
question why THEY printed Lundy articles. 
For the information of worried readers knowing 
how many islands in the U. S. are privately 
owned, they can be reassured with the fact that 
the use of labels in similitude of postage stamps 
on front or back of U. S. mail is forbidden.

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Illustrated is a cover recently turned 
up bearing an Express Frank of which 
no others apparently have ever been re- 
ported. The frank in upper left corner 
consists of the word “PAID” printed in 
large orange letters and over this in blue 
“TOM POPE’S SALMON RIVER EX- 
PRESS” and the envelope is the 3c gov- 
ernment stamped envelope of 1864-65 
issue. Under the printed frank is written 
in pen, supposedly by the express agent, 
the date “Oct. 20, 1870” and the stamp 
is cancelled by pen marks. The letter 
inside (which was addressed to Schuyler 
Falls, N. Y.) was written by the part 
owner of two hydraulic mines, mention- 
ing that they had just dug a ditch 1% 
miles long to bring up water. The writer 
mentions that the Northern Pacific R. R. 
was to be constructed and would pass “a 
few miles” to the north. He wrote “there 
are but a few Indians here peaceable but 
a great nuisance. I hope U. S. will do

something for them.” The letter is dated 
“Salmon City, Oct. 14” and at that time 
there was a postoffice at the Lemhi 
County Seat of that name in Idaho Ter- 
ritory, and apparently this is the present 
county seat named “Salmon.” The Sal- 
mon River flows westerly across the 
present state, joining the Snake River at 
the Oregon state line. 

The only other Salmon River express 
markings noted in our files are the 
franks used by “Tracy & Co. Oregon Ex- 
press” which had on some envelopes the 
additional printed frank reading “SAL- 
MON RIVER EXPRESS PAID—ONE 
DOLLAR.” The route of travel was 
through Oregon to the mines in Idaho 
and began by various companies in the 
early 1860s. The Pope express frank is 
a comparatively late usage of such a 
marking, which indicates how inaccess- 
ible the region was. Can anyone supply 
additional data on this marking?

These firms some- 
times prepay the customs duty and the 
post office keeps up accounts by means 
of these overprinted stamps which are 
affixed to covers containing the adver- 
tising matter, in addition to the usual 
postage.

German Mail IS Censored 


Whether or not German mail is cen- 
sored has been disputed, but the fact 
that it is censored is now definitely es- 
tablished thanks to several readers. Ar- 
thur L. Jacoby of Chicago, Frank 
Schmieg, Bloomingdale, Mich., and Wil- 
liam F. Christy, Trimountain, Mich., 
each submits a cover mailed from Ger- 
many on December 14, which had been 
opened and then sealed with a strip of 
white paper on which is printed the word 
“Gepruft” (Examined) and a seal in a 
circle containing the words “Oberfom- 
mando der Wehrmacht (High Command 
of the Armed Forces)” around the em- 
blem of the Reich. Though all the 
covers were mailed the same date by 
some odd coincidence, each was from a 
different town. 





Theodore V. Grau, Philadelphia, writes t 


that he has received a cover which bore 
the “Geoffnet” labels referred to in our 
Dec. 30 number as Customs Examination 
labels and in addition a red wax seal 
bearing the emblem of the Reich and 
below an inscription partly decipherable 
as “Zollamtlich abgefertigt” and the bal- 
ance appears to be “Geschmizung der 
St. f. logver.” Who can supply more 
data on this? 

Roy E. Vogel, San Diego, reports a 
cover sealed with the “Geoffnet” label 
which had been thoroughly examined. 
The brown tissue paper which lined the 
envelope had been removed and parts of 
the letter enclosed also had been re- 
moved, the latter half being almost en- 
tirely gone. 

Mr. Schmieg submits a postal card 
from the former Czechoslovakia, the 
stamps on which do not appear to have 
been tampered with, and bearing a small 
purple Prague censor mark with in- 
scription “D. K.—Praha—4.” 

Apparently not all mail is opened as 
other letters with contents which would 
be thought objectionable have passed 
through the mails with no deletions or 
appearance of having been examined. It 
should be noted that the theory of cen- 
sorship is that examination of every 
letter is not necessary, as the threat of 
letters possibly being examined coupled 
with heavy penalties for persons caught, 
keeps most persons from trying to send 
messages they shouldn’t.

Foreign Postal Rates of 75 Years Ago 





An old Columbus newspaper recently 
inspected contained a list of postal rates 
to foreign countries in effect as of July 1, 
1865. Where now almost any point on 
the globe can be reached by a letter 
franked with no more than 5c in postage, 
minimum rates 75 years ago were many 
times that sum and often then for letters 
one-half or even one-quarter the present 
one-ounce rate. It will be noted that the 
rates of 75 years ago for letters carried 
by the slow, infrequent and irregular 
transport then in use were as much if 
not more than present day airmail rates 
to those same countries. At that time 
mails to much of the United States alone 
took more time in transit than a letter 
now takes to go to any point on the 
globe. A curious feature of the early 
postal rates was that the routing made 
a great difference (frequently 50%) in 
the amount of postage and that mails 
carried by American ships had to have 
more postage than those sent by British 
packets. Apparently the British ships 
were more heavily subsidized. To some 
countries the rate was for letters weigh- 
ing not over % ounce; to others the 
minimum rate was for letters not over 
14 ounce.

“How much of the sheet margin on 
each side should be retained?” This 
question is asked by a reader collecting 
all four positions of plate number singles 
\ of the rotary press U. S. stamps. The 
general practice is not to remove any of 
the sheet margin, as otherwise the stamp 
would appear in a condition not normal. 
However some collectors do trim the 
number side down somewhat, but there 
isno necessity for doing so. 





“How can the average collector ascer- 
tain, somewhat in advance, when a new 
| foreign issue is to be made? Can this 
information be obtained from the Phila- 
' telic Agency at Washington?” The 

Agency does not act as an information 

source; neither does any other govern- 

mental agency, though a monthly “For- 
eign Communication News,” published 
by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
- Commerce of the Dept. of Commerce 
' does contain one or two pages of phila- 
' telic news gathered by foreign com- 
mercial attaches. Copies are 10c, per year 
$1, but seldom can this source either be 
in time for you to obtain first day 
covers. In general, U. S. collectors can 
nt learn of the appearance of a new 
issue in time to obtain first day covers 
as most foreign issues are issued on 
_ shorter notice than here, since first day 
_ cover collecting has comparatively few 
' followers in most foreign countries. The 
only thing to do, is contact dealers or 
gradually build up correspondents who 
can do this for you. 








“Do all or any foreign governments 
maintain an agency for the convenience 
of philatelist?” Very few, and those 
few have restrictions of some sort or 
other. Some countries (all British Crown 
Colonies) refuse mail orders for stamps. 
These places sell stamps in a manner 
_ similar to the U. S. Agency: Philippines, 
Canada, Guatemala, Canal Zone, New 
Zealand, China, Peru (full sets only), 
Paraguay, and Japan. Other countries or 
possessions sell stamps by mail, but 
seldom is condition selected, and the 
general unsatisfactory results of such 
sales with collectors does not recommend 
it to most collectors. Even fewer places 
will service covers, New Zealand and 
Canada being almost the only ones.

| color as it should be and I am wondering 
| if there are any more flaws like this 
and if they are valuable?” This is an 
example of “white spots,” a common 
feature of U. S. stamps, particularly the 
rotary press stamps. It is caused by 
incomplete inking of the plate. In en- 
graving only the recesses are inked, and 
consequently any recess not inked will 
appear WHITE on the stamp. A plate 
flaw will show in COLOR. The white 
spot varieties are not worth any more 
than other stamps. 





The explanation about the lc Frank- 
lin perforated 11 in the Dec. 23 issue 
contained an error which should have 
been obvious. In the last paragraph it 
was stated “The manner of production 
of No. 595 is not yet definite.” Uncon- 
sciously we gave the rarer of the two Ic 
Franklin rotaries perf. 11 a catalogue 
number, though it as yet has not been 
assigned one. 595 is of course the 2c 
companion stamp of 594 and is not near- 
ly so scarce and was manufactured in 
exactly the same manner as 594. The 
sentence therefore should have read “The 
manner of production of the rarer Ic...” 





Submitted recently was a 3c rotary 
press No. 720 (3c 1932 Washington regu- 
lar issue) with straight edge on left side, 
with request for explanation as the sender 
was under impression all rotary press 
stamps had no straight edges. This stamp 
is from a booklet pane, which explains 
the straight edge. Straight edges are also 
found on some sheets as in cutting the 
large printed sheets of 400 into post 








office sheets of 100, the cutting device is 
not set correctly and cuts close to edges 
of the panes, resulting in sheets having 
stamps on one side with straight edge. 
Bottom corner stamps from _ booklet 
panes, it might be noted always have 
two straight edges, and we have warned 
readers before how abnormal copies 
could be clipped to imitate imperforates. 





“Why are there different letters in the 
corners of old British stamps?” This was 
a scheme intended to aid in catching 
counterfeiters. Every stamp in the sheet 
had a different combination of letters 
and it was thought counterfeiters might 
make only a single die and the appear- 
ance of the same combination frequently 
would be noticed. The letters started with 
A and ran through the alphabet to L, 
each row starting with a different letter 
both horizontally and vertically, result- 
ing in all 240 stamps in each sheet hav- 
ing different combinations, ranging from 
“AA” to se. 





“How much margin to leave on an 
envelope stamp cut square?” It is cus- 
tomary for these to be cut with margins 
at left and bottom equal to the margin 
at top and right of stamp which extends 
to edge of envelope. However, many of 
the early issues had some of the margin 
cut narrower and so prices on these are 
not for full margins extending to edge of 
envelope.

Collecting Surcharges and 
Overprints 


By EDWIN BRooKSs 


For the stamp enthusiast who desires 
to be different we suggest that collecting 
of both Surcharges and Overprints be 
pursued. Especially is it interesting to 
the person who has a knowledge of print- 
ing or similar vocations. Men have dis- 
cussed overprinted stamps as well as 
surcharges ever since they were first 
applied. Most of us seem to suppress 
a yawn when talking of such things, yet 
overprints and surcharges can be made 
an interesting subject, providing one 
knows whereof he speaks. Thus the 
collector who has a smattering of print- 
ing or knows the differences in type faces 
with which the various ‘styles’ are de- 
picted on surcharges and overprints, will 
enjoy such a unique and different collec- 
tion. 

An almost infinite number of type 
faces are represented on the surcharged 
and overprinted stamps of the world; a 
great many varieties of size; numerous 
individual idiosyncrasies of use. Here is 
a field for an almost unlimited amount 
of research. Dry and uninteresting? Not 
at all. To a layman, the term “the art 
of typography” contains little meaning. 
But anyone who is drawn into investi- 
gation of the history of printing and into 
the study of the evolution of printing 
type, finds it replete with fascination 
and human interest. 

All the above may still be undecipher- 
able to some readers of this column, but 
to those who desire the unusual in col- 
lecting and go out of their way to learn 
something of type faces will soon be 
drawn into this magic circle. Realization 
will soon come to one that his field of 
research is enchanting.

Postage Meters 


By ALTHEA HARVEY 
Meter Slogan Associates No. 37 


Have you ever thought of collecting 
postage meters and slogans? Every year 
more and more mail carries a printed 
meter stamp instead of the ordinary 
postage stamp. In fact, 12% of the 
nation’s mail passes through a postage 
meter device. Foreign countries are 
following our example, and one firm 
makes devices that print postage, post- 
marks and advertising slogans in more 
than fifty different languages. There are 
many advantages to both the concern 
using a meter device and to the Post 
Office Department. 

Perhaps the chief one is time saving, 
and that alone makes for efficiency. A 
space is provided at the left of the 
meter stamp for a neat slogan or trade 
mark, and many firms avail themselves 
of this opportunity for a little free ad- 
vertising. Alert publicity directors of 
department stores change their adver- 
tising slogans every month to advise 
their customers of the advantages of 
shopping at their stores, timely sales or 
the necessity for fur storage. 

Utility companies appreciate the use 
of a slogan, and you find many reasons 
why you should telephone. At present, 
less than 10% of the meter clientele use 
a meter “ad” or slogan; so they are not 
as common as the plain meters. 

Many of you have enjoyed stamp col- 
lecting, until you struck obstacles to a 
complete collection. Some have become 
interested in precancels, only to find 
they are not as generally used as for- 
merly, because meter stamps are taking 
their place. 

You wonder casually if there is 
pleasure to be derived from collecting 
postage meters. A search in the office 
waste paper baskets for a stray used 
commemorative is fruitless; not one has 
been thrown away, but, here are some 
metered envelopes and a few slogans 
that apparently no one wanted. You are 
definitely interested. 

Stamp collecting is an old, well estab- 
lished hobby, but meter stamp collecting 
is a new philatelic sideline with plenty 
of promise for the future. It is an 
economical hobby when compared with 
its predecessor, and there are new slogans 
coming out every day in the week to 
assure an endless variety. 

You notice all meters are not alike, 
and you realize there are several types. 
This appeals particularly to the phila- 
telist who enjoys perforations and water- 
marks. There is a book by an eminent 
United States authority on meters which 
illustrates and explains the various types 
to help you get the fundamentals of 
your new hobby. Already there is a 
group of 100 meter collectors in United 
States, and they are very enthusiastic 
and happy to help other members to 
increase their collections. The secretary, 
Mr. Walter Swan of Stony Creek, New 
York, will be glad to answer any ques- 
tions about membership. 

I hope in future articles to tell you 
more about this fine hobby. 
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A few weeks ago I announced, or rath- 
er predicted, that the two issues from 
the Philippines, and the Newfoundland 
Royal Visit set surcharged would be pop- 
ular items. These words seem rather 
mild after viewing what’s been going on 
here in New York with reference to 
these stamps. Sales of the Philippine 
issues have reached an all high mark. 
Supplies in quantity are practically non- 
existent, and additional supplies have 
been called for. 





The sales reported of the Newfound- 
land provisionals are convincing that 
philately is still one of the most active 
hobbies. Supplies, or whatever is left of 
them, can’t come into New York fast 
enough. The demand is greater than 
the supply, and you can guess the rest. 
There is constant “dog-fighting” for these 
stamps whenever a shipment arrives. 
The error which appears once in each 
sheet spelling the word “centl” instead 
of “cents” is also a very popular item 
and it is now stated that not one single 
error is left in dealers’ stocks here, as 
the demand for this error has been brisk. 





Elliot Walton, prominent New York 
wholesaler, has just released his new 1940 
wholesale price list. The cover to this 
book is a compliment to modern art. Mr. 
Walton’s chief assistant has just an- 
nounced his engagement. Congratula- 
tions, Barney! 





An interesting story heard about town 
these days, is the yarn about a certain 
New York dealer who advised his regu- 
lar customers to buy the Paraguay New 
York World’s Fair set from a competitor 
because he was selling the set below the 
present wholesale market. The idea 
was fine, except, that this competitor 
didn’t receive the quantity of stamps he 
had ordered and found himself in a bad 
spot. He then, in order to save his rep- 
utation, tried filling some of the orders 
at a loss, but this didn’t help much. He 
then simply returned all the unfilled or- 
ders with a sorry explanation. The first 
dealer then simply illustrated the devas- 
tating effect of limited issues, and what 
happens when advance orders are taken 
these days, without sufficient coverage.
